“That’s probably the biggest concern, that 
STARS couldn’t fly,” said Sgt. O’Dwyer. 

“We were quite concerned about the gal in the 
(Sunbird)." 

Emergency crews responded to four other 
accidents Wednesday. 

A single vehicle rollover just before the 
Carstairs overpass, two others on Hwy. 580, and 
another on Hwy. 582 all resulted in minor 
injuries. 

Police are urging drivers to take caution as 
driving conditions worsen, especially when 
accelerating uphill. 

“Make it like you have an egg between your 
foot and the gas pedal and you don’t want to 
crush that egg," said Sgt. O’Dwyer. 

“That’s how you accelerate and that’s how you 
drive in the wintertime.” 

The other big thing to remember is to “just say 
no to cruise.” 

Cruise control works to a maintain a vehicle’s 
speed, so when it’s travelling uphill, it will cause 
the vehicle to accelerate. When the roads are icy, 
that can send wheels spinning. As the wheels 
start to spin, cniise control thinks it needs to 
accelerate more, and to deactivate the cruise, 
the driver needs to push the brake down. 

“Now your back wheels are spinning and your 
front wheels are locked and you’re gone, you're 
going for a ride," said Sgt. O'Dwyer. 

Finally, O’Dwyer implores drivers approaching 
the scene of an accident to avoid “rubberneck¬ 
ing", which can cause more collisions, especial¬ 
ly where large trucks that need ample time to 
stop are involved.

Vows to lodge formal complaint against police 


Actions that landed a 34-year-old 
Didsbury man on the front page of vari¬ 
ous newspapers across south-central 
Alberta last week also landed him in jail. 

Denny Stabenow, known locally as 
Drew Marceton, was arrested and 
charged with mischief following a 
protest outside the Didsbury Provincial 
Courthouse Nov. 6, where 19-year-old 
Daniel Charles Haskett was attending a 
hearing to answer charges of animal cru¬ 
elty in the death of his family dog. 

“I think what made me 


police and is vowing to lodge a formal 
complaint against the arresting officer. 

“As soon as I got to my vehicle, 1 was 
just getting in, and this plainclothes offi¬ 
cer put a handcuff on me and I started to 
scream and he covered up my mouth and 
finished handcuffing me and stuffed me 
back into my own truck and locked it," 
said Marceton. 

“I leaned on the horn to get some¬ 
body’s attention and nobody even knew 
what was happening.” 

Marceton said an RCMP truck pulled 
up, the officer grabbed his arm and 
threw him into the truck and he was 
“whisked" to the police station. 

Didsbury RCMP Corp. Kevin Fischer 
said a plainclothes offer did arrest 
Marceton and he was escorted to the 


done by the books. 

“He was arrested, he was provided 
with all his Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms and afforded the opportu¬ 
nity to contact legal counsel, which he 
did do,” he said. 

“For me, I don’t think that we’re really 
in a situation where we even had to 
defend what we did.” 

Corp. Fischer said 90 per cent of peo¬ 
ple who are arrested claim they were 
wrongfully arrested, so this is not a sur¬ 
prise. 

Mareeton’s concern now, is that a crim¬ 
inal charge could hurt him professional¬ 
ly 

He’s currently working as a hairdresser 
in Olds, but also has a security licence 
and has worked in hospitals within the 


“I volunteered with the RCMP for many 
years in ()lds and I’m in the security busi¬ 
ness,” he said. 

“I’m upset that a criminal charge on me 
could ruin my chances of working in a 
hospital again.” 

Marceton is set to meet with a lawyer 
this week and will discuss how to pro¬ 
ceed in the case, but he expects to enter 
a guilty plea. 

“I’m the type who would take responsi¬ 
bility for my actions and I’m prepared to 
take whatever’s coming to me,” he said. 

“I feel it’s so unfair, but I’d pe prepared 
to take that for sure.” 

Marceton is scheduled to make a first 
appearance Dec. 11 at 10 a.m. in 
Didsbury Provincial Court. 

Haskett is expected to enter a plea in

“1 was going there for a minute, come 
back, have breakfast, go to work, that 
was my intention,” said Marceton. 

“1 think what made me snap was the 
pompous arrogance about (Haskett) 
when he came out, like he was some kind 
of rock star. I was very close to him at 
the time and the way he looked at me 
just set me off.” 

Marceton admits to acting out in a “fit 
of rage”, but claims he was mistreated by

MP pushes animal bill 


Many Albertans were shocked and 
outraged to learn of the torture of a 
Labrador-border collie cross named 
Daisy Duke last month in Didsbury. 
The poor dog had its legs and mouth 
bound with duct tape, and she was 
dragged a kilometre behind a vehi¬ 
cle, leaving a trail of blood. As a 
result of her iryuries, she was eutha¬ 
nized, and her owner and a juvenile 
have been charged. 

Coincidentally, I had been prepar¬ 
ing to reintroduce a private mem¬ 
ber’s bill in the House of Commons 
on animal cruelty. Earlier versions 
of my bill were put forward by the 
government in every parliament 
since 1999, but failed to pass when 
the House and Senate couldn’t agree 
on amendments. My bill, C-373, was 


introduced on Oct. 30, and it is iden¬ 
tical to the former Bill C-50. The cur¬ 
rent Criminal Code provisions on 
animal cruelty have changed very lit¬ 
tle since 1892 and are hopelessly 
outdated. 

This is an issue that must cut 
across party differences, and I hope 
to work with MPs from all political 
parties to ensure its passage. The 
rules for private members’ bills 
make it difficult to pass them, and 
therefore I am asking Canadians to 
urge the government to adopt this as 
a government bill. 

In the seven years that this bill has 
been debated, there has been enor¬ 
mous effort to strike the right bal¬ 
ance between the need to protect 
animals from intentional cruelty, and 


the need to recognize the legitimate 
rights of hunters, anglers, farmers 
and others who use animals respon¬ 
sibly for sport or their livelihoods. 
This bill achieves that balance. 

Those w ho engage in serious vio¬ 
lent crimes such as serial murder 
often start by abusing animals, 
which can be an early indicator of 
crimes against people. Therefore, 
effective animal cruelty legislation 
can allow the justice system to inter¬ 
vene early with people who might go 
on to other serious crimes. 

Please encourage your Member of 
Parliament to work with me on this 
important initiative. 

It’s time we stand up for our four¬ 
legged friends.

Release regarding the incident. 

You can see that we did respond quickly and judi¬ 
ciously. 

1 can assure you that Didburians do advocate for 
animals, and Didsbury is an outstandingly wonderful 
community, despite two exceptions to the rule. 

There are two levels of government which have 
authority for laws regarding innocent victims and a 
more accountable and effective Justice system- 
provincial and federal. 

Didsbury region has had absolutely the strongest 
voice in Parliament, Myron Thompson, for the past 
10 years representing our view that our justice sys¬ 
tem (and particularly our Youth Justice System) has 
failed us. 

Our Member of Parliament has since spoken on 
our behalf in Parliament regarding this incident, in 
consultation with us. 


Did you hear him? I am quite sure that his (and 
our) positive action did not make the news. 

Perhaps you have also noticed, that unlike these 
two youths who actually will he charged in court, 
the gang of 8 to 11 year olds in Winnipeg who almost 
succeeded in burning a handicapped boy to death 
will not even be charged despite earlier incidents. 
They are immune from prosecution because of their 
age under our Youth “Justice” System.

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Curfew back on council table 

Youth input key to curfew success

A curfew for Didsbury teens is track on the table and 
Town council is eager to implement one sooner rather 
than later, as long as there’s community buy-in. 

Consultation, particularly with high school students, 
will play ;m important role in how a final curfew would be 
shaped. 

“1 would definitely want to have high school kids 
involved because we have to look at it this way - 99 per 
cent of the kids are good to great and we have one per 
cent or less who are scurrying different ways,” said 
Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer. 

"I definitely do not want to penalize the 99.9 per cent of 
the good youth who are doing great things in our commu¬ 
nity, so we need to talk to them." 

In the meantime, council and police will start working 
on a design they feel works for them and will then revisit 
the plan once community input is gathered. 

Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer said he stands by the need for par¬ 
ent buy-in, first discussed with council in July. 


“There has to be parent involvement. I can’t raise their 
children," he said. 

“All we can do is assist parents, and try to help them in 
raising their children, making sun- they’re safe at home." 

A fine for parents is one possibility to ensure they are 
involved in the process. 

“If we do go with a curfew, then that’s something that we 
don’t necessarily have to enforce,” said O’Dwyer. 

“We cart go up to the youth and say, ‘hey guys, it’s after 
11 p.m. and you’re out past curfew, it’s time to head 
home.’” 

But having a bylaw in place would give police something 
to work with that they could enforce if they felt tin- need. 

Sundre Mayor Roy Cummings, said his town’s curfew, 
which has been in place for nine years this month, works 
well as a tool. 

He said police don’t drive around looking to catch kids 
who are out too late, but the bylaw is handy in some 
instances, like when they need a crowd to disperse. 

“A lot of the communities that do have a curfew in place, 
a lot of them have never ever laid a charge,” said O’Dwyer. 

Mayor Moore said she’d like to see a little enforcement. 


“One of the things 1 think we might have to do if we did 
something like that, is to coordinate the groups like C.O.P. 
and ensure that it’s a time of year where you have the 
capacity to do the ‘broken window' theory, where you deal 
with it up front, right now, like a substitute teacher,” she 
said. 

“You don’t wait, you do it now and you enforce it. That 
kind of initial response would mean that you’d have a lot 
less trouble as time goes on.” 

In the wake of Alberta’s Solicitor General suggesting a 
possible provincewide curfew, O’Dwyer questioned 
whether council might want to hold off on its own curfew, 
but nods of no suggested the consensus was to move 
ahead. 

A survey will Ik* drawn up to gather youth input and the 
Town and Police will then follow up by going into the 
schools and talking with the kids. 

In that survey, the Town will also incorporate questions 
about what kinds of youth programs students might like to 
see the town implement. 

That way, they arent’ spending taxpayer dollars on 
something kids don’t want ;uul won’t use.

A Didsbury resident fed up with cats 
wandering unsupervised in her area may 
finally have her concents answered. 

Denise Smith asked council to consid¬ 
er changing the cat bylaw to limit the 
number of cats per household and 
extend the hours that residents are 
allowed to trap strays.

Stephanie Dodyk agreed saying, “you 
don’t throw a warm, fuzzy blanket in 
there.”

With Christmas less than six weeks away, Didsbury’s 
Christmas Helpers are busy preparing for another big sea¬ 
son of giving.
